2.  King County reserves the right to refuse any and all bids and the 
right to withdraw any items from the sale without prior notice. 
 
3.  Method of Bid Award:  The award will be to the highest bidder.  
Once awarded, the successful bidder is bound by the bid and 
obligated to claim the goods.  Persons failing to do this may be 
declared ineligible to bid at all future King County Fleet Services 
sales.  All bids are final.  In case of equal sealed bid offers, the 
award will be made to the earliest bid received. 
 
4.  Method of Payment:  STATE LAW REQUIRES PAYMENT 
MUST BE IN THE FORM OF CASH, CERTIFIED CHECK OR 
CASHIER’S CHECK. Make checks payable to King County 
Finance.   Property will not be released until payment has been 
made in full.
